“To Hon., H. D. Lewelling, Governor of 
Kansas--Dear Governor: Disclaiming any 
intention of questioning your authority, the 
wisdom of your acts or the integrity of your 
purpose, I beg leave to remind you that you 
have, as chief executive of this state, tried 
and sentenced me without according me 
that which the law of our land accords to 
the vilest criminal—the right of defense. 
Were | an empiove of yours, your right to 
perpetrate this act of injustice might de- 
pend upon your inclination. As it is, I rec- 
ognize the fact that [ am an emplove of 
the state, accountuble as such to the people 
of this state fur my official record, and 
for them, as well as for myself, I demand 
a statement and investigation of the 
charges preferred against me, that I may 
have an opportunity to concede the manifest 
justice of your decree or defend myself 
from the imputation of hireling politicians, 
MRS.

CHANGED IN HALF A MINUTE. 


Overhead Wires Abandoned and No 
One Was Bothered. 

Omaha, Neb., December 29.—(Special.)— 
In less than one-half of a minute the en- 
tire telephone system of Omaha was trans- 
ferred from the old exchange to the new 
one this week, and the overhead wires, 
which have served the people of the city 
up to the present, were abandoned and the 
new service from the new exchange was 
given on underground wires. At 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon the people of the city were 
talking over wires strung at #he top of 
long poles and the connection was being 
made in the old exchange. 

As the clock struck 4 o’clock the opera- 
tors in the new exchange, who had not 
made a connection, were sitting at their 
chairs ready for work. In fact, a casual 
observer would never have known that 
they were idle. They were ready to go to 
work because all had been told that at that 
hour the old exchange would be cut out, 
and that all the work would be transferred 
to the new building and over the under- 
ground system. Just at 4 o'clock, President 
Yost, of the Nebraska Telephone Company, 
gave the signal and the operators in the old 
exchange rolled out of their chairs, know- 
ing that the work of making connections 
had been trazisferred to the new exchange. 

Without any break in the work, the 
operators in the new exchange took up the 
business, bu not one of the Omaha subscrib- 
ers was at all inconvenienced by the change. 
Indeed, there were more who did not Know 
that the change had taken place than who 
knew that it had taken place. Th‘°S@work 
preparatory to the change has beer going 
on for some time. While the new exchange 
building was going up, the telephone com- 
pany was stretching wires from the homes 
of the subscribers to the new exchange, and 
business, and not one of the Omaha subscrib- 
has had two wires to his telephone, one a 
live wire leading into the old exchange, the 
other a dead wire leading into the new ex- 
change. The instant the change was made, 
the wires leading into the new exchange 
came into use, while those leading into 
the old exchange were dead. The change 
was made without a flaw, and the work 
in the new exchange was perfect, notwith- 
Standing the fact that the new exchang 
was equipped with a switch board whol- 
ly unlike the one the operatives had been 
in the habit of using. 


CHRIS EVANS ESCAPES 


And the Citizens of Fresno Are Great- 
Iy Excited Over the Affair. 


Fresno, Cal., December 29.—Fresno is up 
in arms and the whole county is excited 
over a jail delivery here last night, by 
which at least temporary freedom was ge- 
cured by Chris Evans, the Visalia bandix, 
who led the Evans and Sontag gang in the 
Collis train robbery, and through a series 
of desperate battles that finally resulted in 
the capture of Evans and the two Sontag 
brothers. Such excitement wax created in 
resno that few men siept last night. Evans 
was to have been taken to the state peni- 
tentlary to begin to serve a life term for 
the murder of Vie Wilson, a deputy United 
States marshal from Arizona, who was ene 
of the three men killed by the bandits. In- 
stead of wearing the stripes Evans ‘is free 
to shoot and kill. Evans and the young 
man, who assisted in effecting the delivery, 
disappeared in the direction of the moun- 
tains and the big woods and it is now sup- 
posed that the bloody encounters of the 
past few months will be fought over again 

The people here now recognize in Chris 
Evans one of the most desperate of the 
many desperate men who have figured in 
the annals of California crimes. Though 
the recent fights at Visalia and in the foot- 
hills left him crippled in one arm and with 
one blind eye, the bandit is still equal to 
a hard fight. Of Ed Morrill, the young 
man, who made his escape possible, and 
who fled with the bandit, but Httle is known. 
Morrill was employed as walter in a cheap 
restaurant. It is known, however, that 
he is an ex-penitentlary convict and Is be- 
lieved to be a hard character. In the 
hands of Chris Evans there is little doubt 
he will become a desperate man. 

So far as can be ascertained, he appears 
to have been led tnto the hazardous @nder- 
taking solely by a foolhardy desire to be 
desperate and assist a desperate man. 
Probably 500 men are now scouring the San 
Joaquin valley in pursuit of the fugitives. 
Sheriff's posses and volunteers are going in 
every direction. 

When the escape became known, 
rushed to hardware and gun stores, 
they seized rifles and ammunition as if the 
stores were public arsenals. As fast as 
the men could get horses and guns, one 
posse followed another Into the foothills. 
The officers and machinery of the Southern 
PacifiCY railwav were also put into motion. 
In an ineredibly short time an engine and 
cars were run out and a train bearing many 
determined citizens of Sanger, a small town 
on the Porterville branch, started in the 
direction of the mo:aitains. This posse 
seems to have wone in the right direction. 
for late tast night word was received from 
Sanger that a cart and a winded horse, 
withont a driver, had been found on the 
roadside, near there. This was undoubt- 
ediv the horse that Evans and Morrill took 
from a newspaper carrier as they were es- 
caping from Fresno.

A Railronad Man Murdered Before the 
Eves of His Friends. 
Richmond, Va., December 29.--(Specia).)-- 
R. L. Atwell, a yard conductor for the 
Richmond and Danville Railroad Comovany, 
was murdered tonight at the corner of 
Twenty-eight and Dock streets. He was 
seated in a small building on the side of the 
track, when a number of railroad men ap- 
peared. Some one Knocked at the door and 
called for him and he went out. His con 
panions thought nothing of the matter un.] 
they saw a man holding Atwell a short dis- 
tunce away and another deliberately showt- 

ing him under his right arm. 

After the first shot Atwell was release; 
and attempted to run off. He was shot at 
twice more and fell dead about fifty yards 
uway. His assassins ran off in opposite di- 
rections. A man named C. N. McNamee 
was at once suspicioned of the killing and 
i. Warrant was issued for his arrest. He 
gave himself up at the first police station 
at 11 o'clock. At this writing it is not 
known who was the companion of McNamee. 
The prisoner and the deceased had some 
trouble about a real estate transaction, 
which led up to a family quarrel and the 
culmination of the trouble. Atwell was 
about thirty-two years old and lived in 
Manchester. He leaves a widow and three 
small children.

KEEPING HANDS OFF 


Richmond Terminal Will. Probably Not 
Vote Its Central Stock. 


CRAWFORD DIGS AT JUDGE SPEER 


Charges Him with Destroying More 
Property Than Sherman. 


MR. SAMUEL SPENCER ON THE ELECTION 


Everybody Says That It Would Not Help 
the Terminalto Change the Direct- 
ors—ItJs Getting Hard to Borrow. 


New York, Dee ember 29.—(Special.)—Unless 
ali signs fail, the Richmond Terminal. will 
not vote its 42,000 shares of Central stock on 
next Monday, at least not with a view to 
effecting any change. No one with author- 
ity to speak will positively declare what 
will be done with the majority stock, but 
unless there has been a well concerted con- 
spiracy among those interésted to mislead, 
no effort will be made to displace the pres- 
ent board of directors. It must be g/imitted 
that those who were approached by The 
Constitution’s correspondent today main- 
tained a certain degree of mystery and ret- 
icence, which may cover a surprise or indli- 
cate that the reorganization committee and 
the Central Trust Company have not abso- 
lutely determined on their plan of action. 
They appear to be still consulting over the 
best course to pursue, but their present 
intention seems to be to let wad enough 
alone. No one is inclined to speak in a 
sanguine way of the Central's future. 
When I asked fhe great railroad lawyer, 
Henry Crawtord, in an interesting interview 
this afternoon, if, after winning a great vic 
tory for the majority st and turning 
down Judge Specr, he intended to let the 
first fruits of the battle go by default, he 
answered in his characteristic, biting style: 

Too Late for Fruits.

“Suppose there are no fruits left? Sher- 
man’s march through Georgia did not leave 
more ruin and devastation in its track than 
Speer’s midnight order. It brought disaster 
and poverty to all the Central’s security 
holders. When Judge Speer flung this sol- 
vent corporation into the hands of a receiver 
in March, 1891, at the instance of a trumped 
up suiter, Centrai stock was worth more 
than par. Now it is quoted at 9. Deben- 
tures were at par. Now, I believe, they are 
at 20. Southwestern was up to 127, now 
it is quoted at 40,. and even at these pres- 
ent quoted figures there are no buyers.’’ 

Mr. Crawford declined to say in so many 
words @ghat the majority stock would not be 
voted on Monday and a new board be put 
in, but he virtually admitted that this was 
true. He said: 

“As long as the recetversh!p continues 
why should the majority stock elect its 
own board of directors and thus assume 
the moral responsibility of affairs while not 
clothed with any reali power?” 

Going from Bad to Worse. 

He-said that the decree for the sale of 
the Central and it leases and properties had 
never been recorded. It was intended to 
have the decree signed by Judge Jackson 
at Washington yesterday, but at the re- 
quest of some Georgia lawyers, a delay was 
granted. It will probably be taken at Wash- 
ington next Thursday. I asked him if the 
appeal to the intermediate court at New 
Orleans from Judge Jackson's decision was 
likely ever to come to a hearing. 

“In one sense,’ he replied, ‘‘the repeal {s 
still alive, but if the property is sold in 
the meanwhile, what will be left to liti- 
gate over? It is true the property Aas not 
yet been advertised for sale, but the cred- 
itors are pressing for their menev. As us- 
ual, the security holders are trying to 
stave off a sale under the idea that things 
will improve. On the contrary things are 
going from bad to worse. There are now 
some eight foreclosure suits pending. The 
creditors see no for waiting. ‘The 
receivers have about got to the end of their 
borrowing string. Something must be done 
pretty A man may be a successful 
merchant and an honest person, but he 
might be totally fgnorant of watch making. 
The railroad and transpertation problems 
are more complicated than the construction 
of a watch. Yes, .dr. Hayes is a_ thor- 
ough railroad man, but he has. the 
care of much business in the north.” 

Mr. Spencer's Iden. 

I saw Mr. Samuel Spencer and questioned 
him about the Terminal’s intentions. At 
first he was reticent, saying he had no con- 
cern with the voting of the majorit* stock. 
After a pause, he continued: “What good 
will result from voting the stock for a new 
board and electing a new president? As 
long as the receivership lasts the president 
who now happens to be also a receiver, 
could only sit still and bite his fingers at 
destiny. It would be nonsensical and utter- 
ly futile. If the reorganization committee, 
however, wished to vote the stock, they 
would have to apply to the Central Trust 
Company, the owners tn trust of the 42,000 
shares. Why don’t you see the Central 
Trust Company?”

Obeying the kind advice of each person 
consulted, I swung around the circle and 
as far as I could learn, iff the majority 
stock is voted at all it will not be voted 
for a new board. Mr. Emile New uan, of 
Garrard, Meldrim & Newman, wno have 
advised the receiver as associate counsel, 
is in New York. He Knows of no contem- 
plated move on the part of the Terminal 
people to interfere with the present course 
of events and the incumbent board of di- 
rectors.

THE STRU GGLE FOR BREAD. 


Scenes Around the Pac king Houses of 
Chicago. 

Chicago, December 29.—But few 
large packing houses at the stock yards 
are ltunning. In Armour’s, which is the 
busiest, only a few cattle are being killed. 
The canning department is entirely sus- 
pended, and as many other departments 
are dependent upon the canning depart- 
ment for work, they, too, are closed. AS 
a consequence large numbers of men are 
out of employment. Outside of those em- 
ployed regularly there is a few hours’ 
work for a small number of men and it 
is the engagement of these men that brings 
on the fignts and struggles that occur 
daily in the yar ls. 

The men gather as early as 5 o’clock in 
the morning and increase until 7 o'clock 
when the foreman appears to secure the 
men he needs. Instantly there is a rush 
to get near him. Might makes right -in 
that rush and the weak are knocked down 
or pushed aside. No consideration is 
Shown for any one and the man who is not 
strong enough to assert himself and defend 
himself must get out or he will be Knocked 
out. A number of men are said to have 
been hurt—some of them seriously—in the 
daily struggles. These gvho fail to secure 
work assault workmen and rob them of 
their dinner pails and what money they 
may have. In the evening men and chil- 
dren stand around with haskets begging for 
what may be left of the luncheon of the 
workmen.

Against the Central. 


“BURRELL CHAMPION MAKES HIS ESCAPE 


He Jumped Out of the Hack and Beat the 
Policeman in a Running Match, 
Although Handcuffed. 


Macon, Ga., December 29.—(Special.j— 
Judge Speer. of the United States court, 
rendered a very important decision today, 
which involves a large sum of money, in fa- 
vor of the Central-ratiroad. The Virginia 
and Alabama Coal Company sued the re- 
ceiver for $26,607.44 for coal furnished. The 
Sios<« Tron and Steel Company sued for 
$14,359.38. ‘Interest was claimed by each in- 
tervenor. The interventions were referred 
to the spectal master, who allowed the en- 
tire amount of the claims with interest. 
The master held that the judgment should 
be paid from the current earnings of the 
Central raitrcad in the hands of the re- 
celiver, and that the Central should then 
have a judgment against the Richmdhd 
and Danville for the amount so maid. 

Exceptions were filed by the counsel for 
the receiver. When the Richmond and 
Danville took possession of the Central itn 
1291 there was a considerable amount of 
coal in the bins of the Central, and when 
Rereiver Comer took possession of the Cen- 
tral in 1299 when the lease wAs given up 
by the Richmond and Danville he found. 
a considerable quantity of coal 
in the bins of the property, but the evi- 
fence does not disclose whether the Rich- 
mond and Danville received more coal from 
the Central than Receiver Comer took pos- 
session of at the time the properties were 
surrendered to him. The intervenors ana 
others entered into a combination or agree- 
ment by which they refused to sell coal in 
any quantity to the Richmond and PDan- 
ville. “but.” as Judge Speer savs in his de- 
inion rendered today, “by a process of cas- 
istry, noteworthy at least for its elasticity, 
an agreement was made to furnish the 
coal. nominally for the Central, but really 
for the Richmond and Danville. No officer 
of the Centrai had any knowledge of this 
eentract. The Central road hd, indeed, 
practically abandoned its franctise under 
cvolor of the lease to the Georgia Pacific, 
ef which tle Richmond and Danville had 
availed itself to operate the properties and 
receive the incomes of the Central. Much 
of the coal was delivered directly from the 
mines to pints on the Richmond and Dan- 
ville, at which the Central had no con- 
cern. 

“The title to the coal for which the Central 
ia sued passed to the Richmond afd Dan- 
ville when the coal was delivered. There 
has been no accounting between the Rich- 
mond and Danville and the Central.’’ After 
reciting the history of the case in full Judge 
Speer ordered a decree to be entered re- 
ducing the finding of the master in favor of 
the Virginia and Alabama Coal Company 
from $26,607.44 with interest, to $6,171.97, and 
the finding in favor of the Sloss Iron and 
Steel Company from $14,359.36 to $735.16. 

Burrell Champion Escaped. 

The Constituticn this morning in its local 
columns contained an’ interesting account 
of the arrest by an Atlanta officer, in At- 
lenta, of Burrell Chamipion, a Macon negro, 
who is wanted in this city for several acts 
ef rascality. Champion is noted @& the 
champion cotton thief. His transactions in 
this line were fully set out in the article in 
today’s Constitution. When Chief of Police 
Butner, of Macon, was notified by the At- 
lanta officials of Champion’s arrest, the 
chief gelected LBrevet Lieutenant Barney 
MecClosky to go to Atlanta and bring Ckam- 
pion to Mscon. Lieutenant McUlosky was 
chosen because he has always been regard- 
ed as one of the coolest and most reliable 
men on the force. Lieutenant McClosky 
went to Atlanta yesterday and _ reach- 
ed Macon this morning with his 
prisoner about half past 4 o’clock via the 
East Tennessee railroad. The lieutenant 
got in a hack with Champion and started 
to the city barracks. Champion was hand- 
cuffed. While the hack was moving along 
at a pretty fast gait and when opposite 
Captain John Hurley’s place and within 
sight of the barracks, Champlor. suddenly 
leaped from the hack, handcuffed ashe 
was, and ran rapidly down the street. 
Lieutenant McClosky gave the alarm and 
officers started in pursuit. Champion, how- 
ever, managed to evade them and escaped 
and at this writing has.not been caught. 


‘ What Will Cabaniss Do? 


The leading question at the present time 
in Macon is, who will Congressman Caba- 
niss endorse for postmaster at Macon” 
Captain Cabaniss came to Macon last Tues- 
day to investigate the situation, but it is 
mot. thought that he came to any definite 
conclusion by reason of anything he might 
have learned while here. He was expected in 
Macon today, and there were a number of 
persons anxious to see him about the post- 
mastership, but he did not put in an ap- 
pearance. He leaves next Monday for Wash- 
ington to be present at the convening of 
congress, and unless he visits Macon to- 
morrow he will not be able to do so ere 
leaving for Washington. The term of Col- 
onel R. D. Locke, the republican postmaster, 
expires January 20th next, and the appoint- 
ment of his successor will have to be made 
at an early day. It is presumed that the per- 
son endorsed by Congressman Cabaniss will 
be appointed postmaster by the president. 
Cabaniss will be forced to decide between 
gentlemen, then either Oliver or Singleton 
R. D. Findlay, H. E. Oliver and S. B. 
Price. Puplic opinion places the actual 
contest between Price and Findlay, and in 
the event of a deadlock between these two 
gentlemen, tehn either Oliver or Singleton 
may be taken as a compromise. All four 
are most excellent gentlemen and either 
would make a good postmaster. But Ma- 
con’s next postmaster will be her Price 
or Findlay. Cabaniss will have to decide. 
Both Price and Findlay are hopeful. Each 
thinks he will win. Mutual friends, so it is 
said, have been trying to effect a compro- 
mise hy which Price will be appointed post- 
mast*” and Findlay be named as assistant 
postmaster, but no agreement: has been 
reached on this line. The salary of post- 
master is $3,100 per annum. The salary of 
assistant postmaster is $1,800 per year.

Keeper. 

Caused by a Christmas Jag. 

The whole thing is caused by Beresford’s 
jamboree which he enjoyed on his recent 
trip to Americus. Tuesday last Captain 
Crabb, who looks after the welfare of the 
convicts in the Kramer camp, found it 
necessary to go to Albany for some prison- 
ers. Ityis always customary under such 
circumstances to carry along a guard. His 
lordship’s Jife in convict camp has been 
marked with signal success. Some time 
ago he was permitted to doff the regulation 
Striped coat and was promoted to a 
“trusty.” It was as such that he made the 
trip to Americus. His presence there ex- 
cited the curiosity of the citizens and all 
dey he was surrounded by a crowd. That 
night he left for Albany. It was his re- 
turn trip through Americus that will prob- 
ably bring about trouble. Yesterday’s spe- 
cial in The Constitution told the tale when 
al said: 

“Tord Beresford, accompanied by Captain 
Crabb, returned today from Albany, where 
the two went last night to get several con- 
victs to take to the convict camp at Kra- 
mer, where Beresford sojourns. Beresford 
seems to enfoy the new notoriety which 
his trip through Americus has given him. 
After a round among the various barrooms 
in company with his guard, Captain Crabb, 
the traveling lord returned to camp this 
evening.’”’ 

Now the question comes, what action 
will the state authorities take in the case 
of Captain Crabb. Said Governor Northen 
yesterday: “I intend to look into the case. 
It is a serious matter for a keeper of the 
camp to take a prisoner of the state off 
on a trip, and visit in company with him 
the different barrooms of a place. There 
is something wrong somewhere and I am 
going to look into it. Colonel Jones is not 
in Atlanta today. When he returns I will 
consult with him and go into the whole 
case.’”’ 

Crabb’s head is in 
jeopardy, ani his blase lordship will, no 
doubt, resume the regulation habilaments 
of convict life. Principal Keeper Jones will 
arrive in the city today and the case will 
be investigate’ at once. 
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CHICAGO’S EMPTY TREASURY. 


The City Has Run $3,000,000 Behind 
and Is in a Bad Way. 
Chicago, December 29.—All the informa- 
tion obtainable regardirg the city’s financial 
condition tends to show that the deficit in 
the municipal treasury amounts to nearly 
$3,000,000. An expert report submitted to the 
city council by Mayor Swift Wednesday 

night is incomplete. 

The investigation of the comptroller’s of- 
fice by. an accountant shows that the office 
has been wofully mismanaged, and that it 
is next to impossible to ascertain the facts. 
As far as the expert has been able to ex- 
amine the books an actual shortage of 
$2,600,000, about $1,500,000 more than the first 
estimate of the deficit, has been found, 
and it is more than probable that other 
debts will be found when a more thorough 
examination has been made. Everything in 
the comptroller’s office is in a state of chaos, 
There is not only no money on hand, but a 
big deficit staring the city in the face. The 
investigation thus far shows that money 
Pas been borrowed from one fund or another 
to meet passing obligations without an ef- 
fort being made to return the loans... The 
debt is the accumulation of four admintstra- 
tions, and unless the utmost care and 
rigid economy is practiced during the new 
administration will seriously embarrass the 
city. ' 
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FORAKER AND McKINLEY. 


An Old Fight in Ohio Is Revived Over 
the Speakership. 

Columbus, 0., December 29.—The Ohio 
legislature will convene on Monday next 
and the members are coming in today, pre- 
paratory for the-caucuses, which are to 
be held tonight and tomorrow tor the selec- 
tion of candidates for the officers of each 
branch. The principal contest is for that 
of speaker of the house, all the others be- 
ing subordinated *o that. The candidates 
on the republican or majority side are 
Charles P. Griffin, of Toledo, a member of 
the last legislature and a stanch Foraker 
man, and Mr. Boxwell, of Warren county, 
who is recognized as the administration 
man. The fight has grown to be quite 
a bitter one, and some of the old scores on 
the senatorial lines are being revived. An 
effort is being made by the supporters of 
Griffin to convey the impression that Gov- 
ernor McKinley is taking a hand and that 
he desires the selection of Boxwell. So far 
as outward appearances are concerned, and 
taking him at his word, the governor has 
not as yet expressed.any preference, though 
the movements of his closest friends and ad- 
visers indicate that it would suit him best 
if Loxwell should be chosen. 

Griffin claims to have pledges from a ma- 
jority of the republican members, who wiil 
be in the caucus, and the friends of Box- 
well claim with equal emphasis that there 
has been no doubt about the selection of 
their man from the time the contest opened 
several weeks ago. <A third candidate, Mr. 
Haskell, who was announced as 
withdrawn from the race several days since, 
arrived in the city today and is making 
an effort to recuperate the strength which 
he lost from the announcement that he had 
withdrawn. 

The friends of Governor McKinley claim 
if the old senatorial fight question is drag- 
ged into the con#st that it will be by Grif- 
fin and his friends, as they claim to be 
ready with information that Griffin has 
made overtures to Boxwell supporters and 
McKinley friends for their support. As 
the forces will all be on the grounds within 
the next day or two, it will then be decided 
as to who is to preside over the house the 
coming session.

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Remarks on the Weather. 

The New York Herald has some inter- 
esting observations on the 
topic that is open to discussion when all 
other subjects are exhausted. 

The Herald says that since 1890 an 
extraordinary drought has been = over- 
spreading the entire globe. “Its dire ef- 
fects were felt first in the old world and 
subsequently in America.” M. Camille 
Flammarion, the romantic French 
tronomer, says that the year 1895 is the 
driest on record. He declares that the 
vear has been remarkable for the drought 
that has prevailed in every country, 
especially during the months of March,’ 
April, June and August. 

To this The Herald adds the statement 
that “current American weather and 
harvest returns fully show that the now 
dying year has been one of most disuas- 
trous drought on this continent, the crops 
having been signally deficient in almost 
every section, with the consequent pre- 
cipitation of a commercial panic and the 
prostration of all business.” 

To be sure, this is putting it rather 
streng. What has become of our old 
friend, the Sherman law, which was for 
awhile held responsible by the 
eastern goldbugs and = the — south- 
ern patronage press for all our woes? 
Under all the circumstances, we regard 
it as exéeedingly wise for these ele- 
ments to make ane effort to shift the 
responsibility from the Sherman law to 
some other cause. gut it really seems 
to us that The Herald is too precipitate 
in selecting the weather as the cause of 
the present crisis. We have had all sorts 
of weather sinee the world began and it 
is ndmitted to be one of the most im- 
portant attachments of our system, but 
it is entirely too large and too vague to 
take the place of the Sherman law as 
the factor that sent gold out of the 
country during the past two years and 
precipitated the cin¢h on currency last 
summer. 

Our advice to The Herald is not to 
abandon the Sherman law in this curt 
way, for such abandonment lIeaves the 
eastern goldolators and the patronage 
press absolutely at sea. It is to be borne 
in mind, that the crop deficiency, 
which, according to our metropolitan 
contemporary, led to the precipitation 
of a commercial panic, would mean high- 
er prices for cotton and wheat. Some 
of the goidbugs, in accounting for the 
situation, trace the low prices to over- 
production, and we cannot have a defic- 
iency and overproduction at one and 
the same time, and in one and the same 
country. Wheat has never been lower, 
and cotton is steadily following it— 
whereas, a deficiency of crops serious 
enough to precipitate a commercial panic 
and prostrate all business would mean 
higher prices for the deficient crops in 
spite of the depression. On the other 
hand it is well known that wheat is sell- 
ing for 25 and 30 cents on the farms in 
the northwest, corn for less money. ‘and 
cotton is going down hill rapidly. When 
The Herald abandons its Sherman law 
theory, it must of necessity fiy to the 
conclusion that the increasing purchas-

The 
crop Wus gathered clean, and has been 
prepared for market under advantages 
that do not often exist. 

A wet fall is always injurious to cot- 
ton and affects its price in the market, 
but the crop of 1802-.") has been gather- 
m1] under the most fuvorable conditions. 
So with the hay crop, which has yielded 
larger returns in the southern states 
than ever before. 

We are not engaged in disputing The 
Ilerald’s drought theory except in the 
matter of crop deficiency. There has 
been a drought in the southern states, 
but it began and ended just as the farm- 
ers would have ordered it if it had been 
in their power to Their crops 
were not hurt, and there has been no 
harm done 

Altogether, the farmers of the south 
are exceedingly fortunate. They are re- 
eelving abnormally low prices for thei 
produce, but they have raised their own 
meat and corn, and they have managed 
to escape thus far the worst effects of 
the panie and commercial prostration 
that are affecting all other interests.

Drink Than Groceries. 
From The Chicago Tribune. 

Last year the saloon Keepers of Iron 
Mountain, Mich., paid $30,000 to the state 
for licenses and more than $00,000 as rent 
for their places of ‘“‘business.”” This in a 
“city’’ the population of which was but 8,600 
at the date of the last census, 
since have much exceeded 10,000, the 
vote cast there a year ago being 1,774. 
the number of adult males to 
double the number of voters, each of them 
contributed on the average $23 last year to 
pay saloon rents and licenses alone, besides 
what it cost the Keepers for liquor, lighting, 
and attendance, and the sum thep put by as 
net profits after meeting all the expenses 
of the business. 

This statement explains a large part of 
the story of ‘dire destitution that comes 
from Iron Mountain, and doubtless similar 
conditions have existed at several other 
points in the now poverty-stricken iron ore 
districts. While the mines were being op- 
erated actively the miners earned gdod 
wages and spent them lavishly on strong 
drink. Now _they and their families are me- 
naced with starvation unless the charitable 
come to their aid. Of course there are excep- 
tions to the rule. A few among the workers 
were wise and prudent enough to provide 
against the inevitable “rainy day,’ and 
these are now doubly thankful that they 
did not spend their money in the saloons. 
Doubtless some of them are helping others 
who are called “less fortunate’ thin they, 
when the only difference was that between 
dissipation, except that the Wives 
and little ones of the spendthr'fts are not 
responsible for their own misery. 

Sixty-two saloons in lron Mounte'n was 
at the rate of one for every ‘) residens, 
counting the women. and children. if Was 
one for every twenty-eight and a half 
voters, and all these saloons were pros- 
perous.

On the other hand, bi- 
metallists insist that the only trial is be- 
tween the metals and commodities and 
that as silver and commodities have Kept 
together while gold has wandered away 
from both, it is gold which has appreciated 
and not'silver and commodities which have 
depreciated—in short, that gold is no more 
of a standard than wheat, which struck its 
lowest bottom yesterday, Where it 1S Very 
likely to stay until it goes lower. | 

Now as to the second proposition, that 
the fall in the gold price of silver is due 
to the increased production of late years: 

As silver has depreciated in comparison 
with gold only, it is obvious that if such 
depreciation is due to the increased produc- 
tion of silver, it must be an increased pro- 
duction compared with the simultaneous 
production of gold. If the production of 
silver has largely increased during any 
series of years while the production of gold 
at the same time has increased still more, 
it is very. clear that the fall in the gold 
price of silver cannot be due @& increased 
silver product, but must be looked for else- 
where. 

There has been no increased production 
of silver in late years as compared with 
the gold product. At the time of the de- 
monetigation of silver’ in 1873 the annual 
gold product was in excess of the silver 
product and it was not until eight years 
after that the annual silver product became 
rer for the first time in nearly 
thirty-five years. In 1873, previous to de- 
monetization, the bullion in a silver dollar 
was about 3 per cent more tnan the bullion 
From 1873 to 1877 inclusive 
the world’s product of the metals was: 
Gold, $888,150,000; silver, $321,400,000, an ex- 
cess gold product of nearly $67,000,000, 
yet the gold price of silver bullion in a dol- 
lar had fallen to 89.22 cents. From 1848 to 
1891 inclusive (1 have no later figures con- 
venient) the world’s .product was: Gold, 
$4,.855,000,000; silver, $3,193,277,000, an excess 
of gold product of $1,661,723,000. In 1891 the 
bullion. in a silver dollar was worth only 
76.60 cents in gold. 

Here is the decline with no increased pro- 
duction of silver. In fact, there has been 
less silver in proportion to gold in stock, 
ton for tg, in the last twenty years than 
ever before. Mulhall’s dictionary of statis- 
ties for 1892 shows that, while in 1700 there 
were 321.3 t ns of silver to one of gold, there 
were but 22.6 tons in 1800 and only 18.7 tons 
of silver to one ton of gold in 4899.

It is needless to state that Captain Raoul 
was the president of the Central railroad of 
Georzia when it fell into the hands of the 
men through whom it has reached its pres- 
ent position. As the representative of the 
last purely Georgian control of this proper- 
ty, Captain Raoul is looked upon by many 
as the Napoleon who is to lead the road 
back to its former prosperity. How he is 
to do this, or whether he has any such 
idea, his movements are eagerly watched 
by all those stockholders whose memory 
of him is that he paid dividends, which have 
since become a thing of the past. 

One of the leading properties of which the 
old Central possessed-itself during the days 
when it was the pride of all Georgians was 
the Southwestern railroad. This road, run- 
ning through the garden spot of Georgia, 
which was known during the war as the 
granary of the state, always did a prosper- 
ous business. Its stock was always in de- 
mand, and the returns upon it were so 
regular and certain that it became a fa- 
vorite investment for trust funds and the 
moneys of widows and orphans were freel¥ 
put into it, as the very best investment 
Which the prudence of financial friends 
could suggest. In time President Wadley, 
of the Central, who had raised that road to 
the highest finaficial standing, made the 
tender of a lease which was highly favora- 
ble to the stockholders of the Southwestern 
road. During the administration of Presi- 
dent Wadley, and afterwards, during the 
administration of President Raoul, théir 
interest was paid up promptly and the road 
was kept in the very best condition. Final- 
ly the days of foreiggn control brought 
content. The purchase of stock and control 
of the Central road by influences resident 
Wall street brought all 
the property.. The Central became the prey 
of manipulators, who obligations 
which could never be fulfilled, and whose 
policy wiped out all the wisdom of Presi- 
dent Wadley’s management.

In further conversation with Captain 
Raoul.-it was déveloped that the advocates 
of his resolution held that no surprise was 
intended up@en Mr. Comer. This, they claim, 
is shown by the report of President Baxter, 
which had Been issued several days before 
the mecting )f the Southwestern directors, 
and which had been printed in the news- 
papers of the state. It that report President 
Baxter called the attention. of the stock- 
holders to the fact that much of their stock 
had teen deposited with the Mercantile 
Trust Company, awaiting the abortive ef- 
forts at reorganization of the past two 
years. He called upon the stockholders to 
become again possessed of this stock, so 
that they could vote it at the meeting to 
be held on February 8th,and said: ‘‘Although 
an appeal has_ been taken (from the 
decision of the circuit court, it is only pru- 
dent that your company should be put in 
a position to meet the judgment if affirmed, 
and to this end you may ve called upon to 
adopt and confirm measures,”’ 

As to what work might come before the 
stockholders President Baxter then out- 
lined it: 

“Your company is an endorser upon the 
bonds of the Montgomery and Eufaula rail- 
road, the total issue of which is $1,500,000. 
It is probable at the coming meeting you 
will also be called upon to determine the 
policy of the company in regard to this 
endorsement. Even if this obligation shall 
be held to be valid, it is not believed that it 
can become an embarrassment, for it is 
thvught that that company, operated in 
connection with yours and under the same 
administration, can be made to earn a sufii- 
cient net sum to care for its obligations. 
Therefore, any reorganization of the Central 
system that fails to protect the South- 
western against this endorsement can, it 
is thought be met by this company, pro-

Are the Fish That Have dust Reached 
Here for Distribation. 


SEND IN YOUR APPLICATION AT ONCE 


Hon. H. H. Cary Has a Number of Several 
Kinds atthe Department of Agricul- .¢ 
ture—The Car Leaves Monday. 


One of the United States fish commission 
ears is in the city, and today Hon. H. H. 
Cary, fish commissioner of Georgia, will be 
ready to receive all applications for Nsh, 
which are free. 

The fish car will remain here until Mon- 
day, as there is a lot of shipping by express 
to be done. It is-in charge of Messenger F. 
C. James, who has with him a crew of three 
men. The inside of the fish car is conve- 
niently arranged, both for tbe fish and 
for the men in charge. The crew eats and 
sleeps on board the car. 

The fish are kept in cans of different sizes, 
cesembling in many respects ordinary milk 
cans. The goldfish and golden ides. how- 
ever, are Kept in smaller cans. Cn the trip 
of distributien the fish are not fed at all, 
as it makes the water soon unfit for hab- 
itation by the small fishes. The water is 
seldom changed on a trip of,.short duration, 
but is freshened by means of a broiler-like 
instrument, which is used to aerate the 
water—a simple method of recharging it 
With oxygen. 

On the car now in Atlanta there are sever- 
al kinds of fish—English tench, rainbow 
trout, golden ide, goldfish, rock bass, black 
bass and carp. There are no shad on board, 
as this is not the time of year for planting 
them. The car with shad for distribution 
will come here in the springtime. There are 
in charge of Messenger James 1,000 rainbow 
truut, 5,000 carp, 4,000 rock bass, 1,000 black 
bass, 4,000 tench, and quite a number of 
goldfish golden ides for ornanyental 
purposes. 

‘sve will put into the Oconee and Appa- 
lachee rivers,’’ sarod Mr. F. C. James, in 
charge of the car, ‘4,000 English tench. 
These are hardy fish and will rear well af- 
ter planting. They are not unlike the black 
bass in appearance, While in habits they 
resemble the carp. When full grown they 
will weigh fully two pounds and ofttentimes 
more, but they are not as game as the 
trout or bass. 

“We distributed a number of fish on the 
way down, making a stop at Reidsville, N. 
C., where we left 100 black bass; another 
stop at Greensborough, at Salisbury and at 

Charlotte. We sent 1,000 carp to the Tallu- 
loh. Of the rainbow trout on board, 1 go 
to Anniston, Als., 000 to Sylacauga and 50 
to Birmingham. I expect that we will 
main here until Monday, as we have some 
fish to send out to different points abou 
here.’’

NEW YORK, December 29.—The refusal 
yesterday of the high crop estimators to ac- 
cept the wagers that are offered for an ex- 
change member here is equivalent at best to 
190,000 bales reduction in the crop estimates, 
because Mr. Neill has, about ten days ago, 
confirmed his minimum estimates of 7,70,- 
0v0. In other words, that the crop was 
at least that much, and how much more 
he was afraid to say, but now s0 much 
afraid are they that they cannot be reached 
within 100,000 bales of it on a wager. It only 
shows, as we said yesterday, that they see 
what is coming, and in proof of this we 
offered again todey for the same party 
here to pay for the privilege of betting $500 
before February ith that the crop would 
not be 7,600,000, which they declined.

NEW YORK, December 29.—Advices from 
abroad were this morning of a more favora- 
ble character than had been looked for 
by the trade, Jut our market has ‘fuiled to 
respond in a s.tisfactory manner. To large 
estimates of receipts at New Orleans to- 
morrow can be ascribed this fiilure to re- 
spond. The decline of the past week had 
created a local short interest of such a 
magnitude as would have brought about a 
natural advance at the close of the week 
and the year. To all interested in the cot- 
ton trade, the year 1893 has been a very 
unsatisfactory one. lts passage from the 
calendar will be a source of gratification to 
ali. Looking forward to 1894, we can ex- 
pect a revival in business—slow, but sure— 
as this depression in all c:-untries appears 
to be passing slowly away, and unless all 
estimates of the cotton crop are wrong, the 
Owners of cotton at present prices will 
have an opportunity tc dispose of their hold- 
ings at a profit. The traders are expecting 
that the ovement of receipts for the last 
thirty days will compare so unfavorably 
with the movement of last year that a 
further decline is in order through the 
liquidation of the long interest now in the 
market, but it must not he forgotten that 
at this time last vear the movement was 
considered as indicating ® crop of 6,000,000 
bales, whereas the even‘ .al outturn was 
6,700,000 bales. A year ago the disposition 
to hold cotton was so widespread that only 
the financial stringency of the summer 
brought the cotton into sight. Thus we 
had avery light movement in January, Feb- 
ruary and March and a very heavy move- 
ment from then until the 1st of September. 
It looks at present as if the movement in 
January and February would be large this 
year, but that the total outcome of the 
crop would not greatly exceed the estimate 
of 7,300,000 bales, so generally current in 
trade circle. At New Orleans for tomor- 
row the estimates are 23,000, against 12,000 
last year and 13,000 last week. This is in- 
clusive of 6,000 bales added to complete the 
year’s movement. At the opening of the 
market this morning a slight buying move- 
ment carried prices 4 points above the close 
of yesterday, but on an effort to realize on 
the part of local traders the market de- 
clined, losing 8 to 9 points. The receipts at 
the interior towns are 654,000, against 43,000 
last year.

At the close o 
the market the loss made early in the day 
was recovered, when it was found the in- 
terior Jeceipts were light and the market 
closed at about last night’s prices. 


Riordan & Co.'s Cotton Circular. 

NEW YORK, December 29.—(Special.)— 
The year closes in the cotton market rath- 
er gloomy. The general trade outlook is 
so disheartening aid the receipts are so 
depressing to the belevers in a small crop, 
that every rally in prices seems to be onijy 
the prelude to a imvre serious decline. If 
the movement from this time until Septem- 
ber Ist should be the same as last season, 
the crop would be about 7,400,000 bales. The 
bulls, of course, are confident that we shall 
get less than last year; the bears insist 
that we shall get a good deal more. We 
believe that the bulls will turn out to be 
right in the end, but we fear that the falling 
off in receipts will not show itself for some 
weeks yet, and that in the absence of a 
marked revival of trade and speculation we 
may have lower prices.

HESTER'S STATEMENT. 


The Movement of Cotton Compared 
with That of Last Yeur. 

New Orleans, December 29.—Secretary 
Hester’s weekly New Orleans cotton state- 
ment, issued before the close of business 
today, shows a marked increase in the move- 
ment of cotton into sight over both last 
year and the year before, the increase being 
in round figures 107,000, or 49 per cent over 
the seven ddys ending December 29th last 
year, and 42,000, or 15 per cent, over the 
same seven days in 1891. For the twenty- 
days of December up to date, in- 
clusive, the movement has been 139,000 
ahead of the same days last year, and 
15,000 ahead of the same time the year 
before. This brings the excess in the move- 
ment of the 120 days of the season from 
September Ist to December 29th, inclusive, 
to 642,000 bales over the same 120 days last 
season, and reduces the deficiency, com- 
pared with the same 120 days of 1891, to 
962,000. 

The total brought into sight during the 
past seven days has been 324,421 against 
217,714 last year and 282,162 the year before, 
while the aggregates for the first twenty- 
nine days of December are 1,561,422 against 
1,242,245 and 1,546,071. The total marketed 
from September ist to date is 5.36% 199 
against 4,724,250 and 6,238,208 for last year 
and the year before, respectively. From 
this time of last year, the amount of cot- 
ton brought into sight was 1,976,115 bales 
and the year before 2,707,076. In other words, 
after this date last year, 2942-100 per cent 
of the crop was marketed, and after this 
date season before last 29 96-100. 

Northern mill takings during the past 
seven days show an increase of 17.656 as 
compared with the corresponding period last 
year, and the total takings, since Septem- 
ber Ist, decreased 117,795. The total takings 
of American mills, north and south and 
Canada, thus far for the season, have been 
1,247,262 against 1,355,178 last year.
